DRAFT RULES 

. 1 . These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 

Adulteration (.Amendment) Rules, 1999 . 
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In the Prevention of Food. Adulteration Rules, 1955,- 

(i) in rule 42, in sub-rule (ZZZ), after clause (12), 
the following clause shall be inserted, namely 

"(13) Every package of natural mineral v/ater shall 
carry the following declaration in capital letters 
having the size of each letter as prescribed in 
rule 36 ;

(ii) in rule 49, after sub-rule (27), the following 
sub-rule shall be inserted, namely 

11 (28) No person shall manufacture, sell or exhibit 
for sale mineral v/ater except under the 

Bureau of Indian Standards Certification Mark"; 

(iii) in Appendix 'B 1 , for item A. 32, the following 
item shall be substituted, namely :- 

"A. 32. 1. Natural Mineral Rater means all packaged 
natural mineral waters offered for'sale as food. 

2, Description and Types of Natural Mineral Water 

(i) Natural Mineral Rater us water clearly 

distinguished from ordinary drinking v/ater 
because - 

(a) it is characterized by its content of 
certain mineral salts and their relative 
proportions and the presence of trace 
elements or of other constituents; 

(b) it is obtained directly from natural or 
drilled sources from underground water 
bearing strata and not from Public water 
supply for which all possible precautions 
should be taken within the protected 
perimeters to avoid any population of, or 
external influence on, the chemical and 
physical qualities of natural mineral water.

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(c) o.r the constancy of its composition and the 
stability of its discharge and its temperature, 
due account being taken of the cycles of minor 
natural fluctuations; 

(d) it is collected under conditions which guarantee 
the original microbiological purity and chemical 
composition of essential components; 

(e ) it is packaged close to the point of emergence of 

the source with particular hygienic precautions;

(f ) it is not subjected to any treatment other than

those permitted by this standard; 

Naturally Carbonated Natural Mineral Y/ater 

A naturally carbonated natural mineral water is a natural 
mineral water which, after possible treatment as given 
hereunder and re-incorporation of gas from the same source 
and after packaging taking into consideration usual 
technical tolerance, has the same content of carbon - 
dioxide spontaneously and visibly given off under 
normal conditions of temperature and pressure. 

Non-Carbonated Natural Mineral Water 

A non-carbonated natural mineral water is a natural 
mineral water which, by nature and after possible 
treatment as given hereunder and after packaging taking 
into consideration usual technical tolerance, does not 
contain free carbon dioxide in excess of the amount 
necessary to keep the hydrogen carbonate salts present 
in the water dissolved. 

Decarbonated Natural Mineral 'Water 

A decarbonated natural mineral is a natural mineral 
water which, after possible treatment as given hereunder 
and after packaging, has- less carbon dioxide content 
than that at emergence and does not visibly and 
spontaneously give off carbon dioxide under normal 
conditions of temperature and pressure. 
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(v) Natural Mineral Water Fortified with Carbon dioxide 
from the Source 

A natural mineral v/ater fortified with carbon dioxide 
from the source is a natural mineral v/ater which, after 
possible treatment as given hereunder and after 
packaging, has more carbon dioxide content than that 
at emergence. 

(vi) Carbonated Natural Mineral Tiater 

A carbonated natural mineral water is a natural mineral

v/ater which, after possible treatment as given 
hereunder and after packaging, has been made efferves¬ 
cent by the addition of carbon dioxide from another 
origin. 

3. Treatment and handling : 

Treatments permitted include separation from unstable 
constituents, such as compounds containing iron, manganese, 
sulphur or arsenic, by decantation and/or filtration, if 
necessary, accelerated by previous aeration. The mineral 
water may also be disinfected to a level that will not lead 
to harmful contamination of natural mineral water. 

The treatments provided may only be carried out on 
condition that the mineral content of the v/ater is not 
modified in its essential constituents, which give the 
water its properties. 

The transport of natural mineral waters in bulk 
containers for packaging or for any other process before 
packaging is prohibited. Mineral v/ater shall be packaged 
in clean and sterile coGainers. 

The ..source or the point of emergence shall be 
protected'against risks of pollution. 

The installation intended for the production of 
natural mineral v/aters shall be such as to exclude any 
possibility of contamination. For this purpose, and 
in particular - 


* *. • 5 
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(a) the installations for collection, the pipes and 
the reservoirs shall be made from materials suited 
to the water and in such a way as to prevent the 
introduction of foreign substances into the water; 

(b) the equipment and its use for production, especially 
Installations for washing and packaging, shall meet 
hygienic requirements; 

(c) if, during production it is found that the water is 
polluted, the producer shall stop all operations until 
the cause of pollution is eliminated; 

(d) the observance of the above provisions shall be 
subject to periodic checks in accordance with the 
requirements of the country of origin.
